The Franklin Tree

Histories of explorers in the plant 
world most interesting: 
ever, no other tree or shrub provides 
quite the same record as that of the 
Franklin tree, Franklinia alatamaha. 

John Bartram, the great Philadel- 
phia botanist, and his son, William, 
on a journey to Georgia, in 1765, first 
found what is the 
Franklin tree. It was growing along 
the banks of the Alatamaha river. 
near Fort Barrington, and was named 
by the Bartrams in honor of thei 
good friend, Benjamin Franklin. As 
far as is known, neither cuttings nor 
seeds were brought back to Philadel- 
phia at that time. It was not until 
1777 that William Bartram on an- 
other trip returned from the Ala- 
tamaha river carrying small slips 
and seeds of the Franklin tree in his 
north. The 
trip, of course, was over rough ter- 
rain and took many weeks as com- 
pared to what might take place to- 
day, when only two days would be 
automobile 2ood 
highways. All the Franklinia plants 
in our nurseries and home plantings 
today are the result of William Bart- 
ram's saddlebag slips of 1777. 

The last recorded date of anyone's 
observing this plant along the 
Alatamaha river, or elsewhere, is 
1790. It was Dr. Joseph Marshall, a 
cousin of the Bartrams, who was the

It has never 
been found growing wild in Georgia 
or anywhere else since that date 
From the home of the Bartrams, near 
Philadelphia, where the first cuttings.

The Bartrams probably would 
have been unable to conduct thei 
plant tours without some financial 
aid. John Bartram received such help 
from a wealthy English Quaker hor- 


possibly were 


ticultural enthusiast named Peter 
Colinson, who was a dealer in 
fabrics. William Bartram, the son. 
obtained backing from anothe 


wealthy English horticulturist. Di 
John Fothergill, who later becam« 
William's special guardian. The Bart- 
rams honored Dr. Fothergill by nam- 
ing a shrub after him, fothergilla 
It is possible, too, that the Franklin 
tree reached England's shores as the 
result of the 1777 adventure to the 
Alatamaha river and may be so re- 
corded somewhere. 


Gordonia Less Popular Name 


Gordonia is another generic nam 
used in place of franklinia, but it 
has become less popularized in recent 
vears. The name is derived 
James Gordon, a London nurserv- 
man of the period from 1728 to 
1791. Franklinia alatamaha is 
ferred to Gordonia alatamaha,. not 
only because the former was the first 
name, but there is a more direct re- 
lationship between franklinia and 
the common name of Franklin tree 
than there is between gordonia and 


Franklin tree. 


It was presumed for many vears 
that Philadelphia was the northern 
limit of the plant’s range of hardi- 
ness. This has been disproved. since 
there are many fine specimens on 
Long Island and in northern New 
Jersey, and they have been occasion- 
ally planted in protected areas as 
boreal as Poughkeepsie and New 
York, N. Y., and Boston, Mass. Since 
its flower, or reproductive buds are 
not produced until the spring season 
preceding its flowering period, there 
is no chance for these buds to be de- 
stroved during the winter.

The unusual flowering time is of 
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real landscape value to the person 
who sells the plants, the individual 
who plans their placement and th 
homeowner who enjoys them on his 
own property.

There is also 
a ribbed or angled effect that sug- 
gests the larger branches are rugged, 
or durable—and they are. 

The interesting bark and plant 
density can be seen in illustrations 
B and C, although the plant is gen- 
rally denser than shown in illus- 
wation C, The young branches us- 
ally have an angled effect and 
sometimes show a gracefully curved 
appearance that adds to the attrac- 
tiveness of the Franklin tree. This is 
discernible in illustration C 

It is difficult to determine whethe1 
this plant named in honor of Ben- 
jamin Franklin is a tree or a shrub. 
It really does not make much dif- 
ference, however. When trained into 
a single stem, and this can be done. 
the stem is usually short, and the 
lateral branches ordinarily are pres- 
ent about a foot or 18 inches from 
the ground. The natural growth 
habit is more that of multiple stems, 
or shrublike, as can be noted in il- 
lustrations C and D. This tendency 
adds to the plant’s durable appear- 
ance. 

he fruit is of litthke or no orna- 
mental value in that it is a brownish 
woody capsule, which is present in 
early fall and often persists through 
the winter season. 

Size Range 

How large does this “lost’’ Frank- 
lin tree become? Under most land- 
scape conditions, it rarely goes be- 
yond 25 or 30 feet, and even at this 
height the plant is an old one. For 
most home ground plantings, 15 to 
20 feet is an average height to plan 
on, and a spread of eight or nine 
feet is ample for most specimens. 
The Franklin tree in illustration C 
is about 12 feet tall and has a spread 
of six or seven feet, even though the 
plant is 15 to 18 years old. 

It seems to prefer a soil that is 
rich in organic matter so that it may 
have a ready supply of moisture 
available. It will grow, nevertheless, 
in an average garden soil that has 
good bottom drainage, as long as it 
is watered during any persistent 
period of dry weather. Franklinia 
responds better to soils that are quite 
acid (5 pH is good; 4.5 pH has also 
proved to be acceptable When 
young plants were grown in soils that 
were only slightly acid (6 to 6.5 pH 
the color was not so good as when 
the plant was growing in a more acid 
medium. Full sun is preferred, along 
with a spot that is protected from 
any strong winds. Areas with filtered 
light and partially shaded areas are 
not undesirable, although the plants 
do not usually flower so well. Trans- 
planting is not difficult, except dur-

ing the period when the new leaves 
and stems have just been produced. 
Planting with a good-size ball in 
early spring often brings better re- 
sults than a job done during the 
fall. Early fall transplanting, how- 
ever, is preferred to late fall and 
winter, if good results are to be ex- 
pec ted. 
Landscape Possibilities 

The landscape possibilities are 
many, whether the considerations be 
from the viewpoint of the homeowner 
or the person planning the place- 
ment of the Franklin tree. The plant 
provides an unusual flowering in- 
terest from about August 1 to No- 
vember 1, a fall color that begins 
in early October and lasts until early 
November, an interestingly striped 
smooth bark that is present 365 days 
of the year and an unusual history 
that should be related whenever the 
opportunity presents. 

As a single specimen with an ever- 
green background the tree can be ap- 
preciated; as a woodland plant where 
the shade is not deep the tree enjoys 
the company of mountain laurel, 
azaleas and rhododendrons. Certain- 
ly in such areas as Boston and Phil- 
adelphia, where Benjamin Franklin 
held forth, it should be used as a 
living symbol of his deeds and ef- 
forts. As a corner plant, the Franklin 
tree is too large for most homes, but 
for the bigger types it can be used. 
Even with office building and school 
plantings that are composed of a 
variety of broad and narrow-leaved 
evergreens it seems to be at home. 
Moist areas are satisfactory as long 
as the water table is not permanently 
high. 

There are other plants that thrive 
in the same general growing condi- 


tions needed by Franklinia alatama- 
ha and help extend the flowering sea- 
son through the summer. Such large 
shrubs or small trees as the stewarti- 
as have their flowering period in 
June and continue into July in some 
cases, particularly in areas as north- 
erly as Boston. The Korean stewartia 

Stewartia koreana), Japanese stew- 
artia (Stewartia pseudocamellia) and 
the showy stewartia ( Stewartia ovata 
grandiflora) are the best of the 
group, with the last-named having 
colorful flowers. The blooms have 
purple stamens with white petals in- 
stead of the yellowish stamens. The 
stewartias’ mottled stems also add to 
the winter interest. 


The late May and early June flow- 
ers of Japanese snowbell (Styrax 
japonica); possibly the golden-rain 
tree, or varnish tree (Koelreuteria 
paniculata), with its yellow mist-lik 
Howers in early to mid-July; Oxyden- 
drum arboreum (the sourwood o1 
lily-of-the-valley tree) and its whit 
flowers in July and brilliant red 
leaves in the fall, and the tree 
clethra (Clethra barbinervis), with 
its wonderful show of nodding white 
flowers in late July to early August 
this past year it was mid to late 
August

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Remodeled Structure Which Houses Ernie 


Garden Center Replaces Night Club 


While some nurserymen have built 
totally new structures for garden cen- 
ter use, following ideas noted else- 
where or plans suggested by archi- 
tects, other nurserymen have found 
it expedient to remodel existing nurs- 
ery buildings or to adapt structures 
previously utilized for totally dif- 
ferent purposes. Such an adaptation, 
with satisfactory results, is the sales 
building that is part of Ernie Thal- 
mann’s Nursery & Garden Center, 
2347 Waukegan road, Northfield, Ill. 


The 1-story structure had served 
earlier owners as a night club and 
was designed with utility features. 
The original building was commodi- 
ous and had a highway location that 
included about four and one-half 
acres, which permitted making an 
accessible display planting of nurs- 
ery stock at one side of the 
building. Parking facilities also ex- 
isted at the side of the building, and 
earage facilities easily made 
over at the rear.

The building combined residence 
quarters along one side, and these 
were retained in the remodeling with- 
out its being apparent in the interior 
arrangement. Shuttered windows, 
seen at the extreme right in the ex- 
terior view of the building repro- 
duced here, and a separate entrance 
make the residence a practical and 
convenient part of the establishment.

Five large windows and a glass 
door across the front of the structure 
and a glassed-in bay along the ex- 
posed side of the salesroom permit 
the entry of good daylight to the 
shop, which is otherwise illuminated 
by fluorescent ceiling lights.

However, averages are deceiving: so 
we think it is more significant to say 
that fall will probably fall 
about 12 per cent below our quota.

“We have added a new sales area 
this fall for display and ready-to-go 
sales.

Comments on Business Management in the Nursery 


By John J. Pinney 





REALISTIC INVOICING 


A generation ago it was custom- 
ary for nursery stock that was sold 
at wholesale and delivered in the fall 
to be invoiced as of December 1. If 
delivery made any time after 
December 1 the account was not due 
until June 1. 

I do not know how this practice 
began, but I suspect the thinking 
back of it was that the retailer may 
be unable to sell the stock or col- 
lect his bills before December 1, or 
in the case of spring stock, before 
June 1. The retailer did not have to 
pay for stock until it had been sold 
and he had collected his money for 
it. In other words, the wholesaler 
was expected to act as his banker by 
furnishing capital in the form of 
merchandise and by taking on the 
risk that would ordinarily be 
sumed by the dealer.

In actual practice the wholesaler 
was often left holding the sack be- 
cause the merchandise had not been 
sold or the dealer had not collected 
from his customers. Even worse, the 
dealer sometimes had collected but 
instead of paying for the nursery 
stock, he had used the money for 
some other purpose. It was a com- 
mon occurrence for a_ wholesale 
nurseryman, upon pressing a dealer 
for payment, to receive a letter to 
this effect: 

“I am sorry I cannot pay you now. 
I have had to use the money to buy 
a new truck because the old one 
wore out. I will pay you just as soon 
as I can.” 

In similar fashion, wholesale nurs- 
erymen were forced to finance new 
greenhouses, repairs to the barn roof, 
trips to conventions, vacations in the 
mountains or at the seaside, purchase 
of competitive stock and many, 
many other things. Rarely did they 
collect interest for such use of their 
money. 

Following the lead of a few cour- 
ageous_ wholesalers, the industry 
gradually adopted a more realistic 
policy, so that now the usual terms 
are not more than 30 to 60 days from 
date of invoice. June 1 and Decem- 
ber 1 terms are practically un- 
heard of. 

In spite of the change in terms, a 
trace of the old philosophy still per- 
sists. There are some nurserymen 


who feel that if they do not sell the 
nursery stock they buy they should 
not be expected to pay for it, or if 
they sell it and get the money for it 
they see nothing wrong in using the 
money for any purpose other than 
paying the wholesale bill. 

Just about any wholesale nursery- 
man will tell you that letters similar 
to the following are not uncommon: 

“T have your letter about my 
account, but don’t how I can 
pay you now. The season has been 
so poor that I still have a lot of your 
stock on hand. I will not be able to 
pay for it until I have a chance to 
sell it.” 

In this case the dealer is forcing 


see 
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the wholesaler to shoulder risks that 
should be assumed only by the deal 
er. The wholesaler has already taker 
a big risk by growing the stock for 
an uncertain market. It has taken 
him from one to five years or longe: 
to produce the stock and make it 
available for the dealer. He has in- 
vested his time and money, and the 
only way he can realize on his invest- 
ment is to sell the stock and collect 
for it. Any nursery stock that he does 
not sell or collect for represents a 
loss to him. 
Wholesaler Not Banker 

If the dealer lacks capital with 
which to operate his business he 
should not expect the wholesaler to 
make up that lack by supplying mer- 
chandise which is to be paid for only 
if it is resold. It is the function of 
the banker to supply capital. In 
doing so he may assume risks, as any 
other businessman does. The chief 
commodity the banker has to sell is 
capital, and his price is the interest 
he charges. If the dealer in nursery

CUT FEDERAL NURSERIES 

The discontinuing of 45 govern- 
ment-operated tree and garden nurs- 
eries was reported recently in a 
memorandum sent to President 
Eisenhower by Avery Brundage, di- 
rector of the bureau of the budget, 
according to a late newsletter of the 
American Association of Nursery- 
men. The 45 nurseries were among 
355 commercial activities which have 
been discontinued by the Depart- 
ment of Defense as part of the ad- 
ministration’s program to eliminate 
federal operation of undertakings 
which private enterprise can carry 
on more to the public interest. 

In his memorandum, the A. A. N. 
newsletter states, Mr. Brundage 
noted that decision to continue or 
discontinue a given operation is not 
determined solely by whether the 
product or service involved can be 
produced more cheaply by private 
firms. He explained that public in- 
terest dictates that apparent cost will 
not be a deciding factor where ad- 
equate competition exists.

THIS BUSINESS OF OURS 


Reflections on the Problems of Nurserymen 


By E. Sam Hemming 





VINCA MAJOR 


I doubt if I have ever seen Vinca 
major, or large-leaved periwinkle, 
offered in nursery catalogs. I think 
this is unfortunate, for the plant has 
an attractive character of its own. 
Of European origin, it is commonly 
found on old Maryland estates 
erowing in boxwood gardens or in 
private cemeteries. Sometimes, when 
the original home has been destroyed 
by fire, and a new home has been 
built in a new situation, the old site 
is neglected and goes native. Then 
you will often find Vinca major tak- 
ing possession of the place and 
covering an acre or more. 

About the only time it is planted in 
new gardens is when runners are 
obtained and transplanted. There are 
some disadvantages to the plant as 
a ground cover, as it mounds rather 
high—often 12 to 15 inches. The 
foliage is much larger, and the flower 
is about two inches in diameter. It 
thrives in considerable shade and 
soil with plenty of humus. I notice 
that Rehder’s “Manual of Culti- 
vated Plants” puts V. major in zone 
7, while V. minor is in zone 5. I have 
never seen any winter damage on it 
nor have I yet seen the blight that 
now seems to beset Vinca minor. 

Vinca major should have a num- 
ber of uses. I believe it would help 
erosion control on shady banks as 
well as honeysuckle and would not 
climb the latter does. It 
would be attractive in any natural 
woodland spot along paths; it would 
be effective at the base of walls where 
Vinca minor would be too low, and 
it would make a pleasant margin 
where lawn and woodland meet. It 
certainly is easy to propagate, trans- 
plant and grow.

CAMELLIA SASANQUA 

Since we have been testing Ca- 
mellia sasanqua in the upper south 
(Maryland) for several years, some 
remarks on its behavior this sum- 
mer and fall might be of help. Cold 
weather is not the only climatic 
factor that affects it. 

This fall to date (November 15 
has been mild, with few frosts and 
lots of rain. About 30 varieties placed 
in a slat house have grown luxuri- 
ously. The foliage is a rich green, but 
buds and flowers have been sparse 


A number of plants bore no blooms 
at all. About half a dozen varieties 
crowing in full sun have bloomed 
and are blooming profusely. There 
has been no flower spoilage by any 
of the light frosts to date. The foli- 
age on the plants in full sun has a 
slight bronze tinge, and their height 
is somewhat than that of the 
shaded plants. 

Five’ varieties grown in 
Cloverset pots in a cool greenhouse, 
the glass of which is shaded with 
whitewash. These plants bore flowe1 
buds even more profusely than those 
in the full sun. One plant not much 
more than 15 inches high had 36 
flower buds. The plants in the green-

house started blooming about two 
weeks earlier than those outdoors, 
that is, about the third or fourth 
week of October. 

I also transferred one of these well 
budded plants to a 5-inch clay pot 
and put it in the sun porch of my 
home. The room is exposed to the 
western sun and is heated. The flow- 
ers of this plant came out satisfac- 
torily, and the plant looked fairly 
attractive, but I should hardly say 
this manner of forcing is practical. 
[he air was probably not humid 
enough. The flowers did not open 
quite flat, nor were they so large as 
normal, though they lasted about as 
long as the others. 

It would seem from these limited 
observations that it is not wise to 
baby Camellia sasanqua with 
much shade, else the flowering will

Clerodendron Trichotomum 


The harlequin bush, or glory 
bower, Clerodendron trichotomum, 
is a shrub of limited uses Native to 
China and Japan, it has rather 
coarse, grayish-green foliage that 
gives off an unpleasant odor when 
crushed. This in itself is not too bad 
a fault—one does not have to crush 
the leaves. The shrub also has a 
tendency to spread by sending up 
root shoots, often as high as the 
plant, which grows from about five 
to eight feet tall. This spreading 
habit can be used to advantage when 
the species is used as a cover plant- 
ing on areas of poor, stony soil, 
where it does well. 

Offsetting its habits of sometim« 
value, this plant does have attrac- 
tive flowers and fruit, and a good

feature is its late flowering date, 
from late summer into September, 
when most flowering trees and shrubs 
are not at their best. The white 
flowers are borne in clusters, are 
fragrant and are held in a reddish, 
oversize calyx that persists after the 
petals have dropped and contrasts 
pleasingly with the purple, berry- 
like fruit ripening in September. 
In the Rochester, N. Y., area, 
Clerodendron trichotomum in ex- 
posed locations has a difficult time 
enduring severe cold and is much 
less likely to die back when used in 
protected places. Plants set out 14 
years ago, in a sheltered cove, have 
not suffered from sub-zero winters. 
In its proper place, this Oriental 
shrub has much to justify discerning 
use.

Propagation of Lewisias 


A correspondent reminds me that 
I promised a note on the propagation 
of lewisias from seeds—-a_ promise 
that I shall try to fulfill at this time. 
Let me state at the outset, however, 
that the task is a delicate operation, 
to be undertaken only by those with 
a green thumb and infinite patience; 
so, if you do not possess both of these 
qualities or do not have the time to 
exercise them, you may skip this note 
without fear of missing something of 
interest to you. 

The first requirement is to have 
fresh, black seeds. A ripe lewisia 
seed is always black so far as I have 
observed; a really fresh seed feels 
sticky to the touch and is only in that 
condition a short time after removal 
from the seed capsule. In northern 
Michigan seeds usually ripen in 
August. Plant in an outdoor frame 
in autumn, always spacing the seeds 
at least an inch apart, particularly 
if they are not at the first stage of 
freshness, because they are often er- 
ratic in germination, some coming 
quickly and others, especially old 
ones, taking two years or more to 
come up. Some propagators take in- 
finite pains in making their seed- 
sowing composts, or at least they say 
they do. I found the exact composi- 
tion was of less importance than to 
see that the soil was light and well- 
drained. I used about a fifth of fine 
gravel and a fifth of leaf mold. Soak 
the soil from below before sowing 
the seeds and then water sparingly 
and only when the surface soil com- 
mences to get dry. If the seeds show 
a tendency to push themselves out of 
the soil while they are germinating, 
sprinkle on a little more of the soil 
mixture used in the first place. Then, 
when the seedlings are up, take par- 
ticular pains to help any shed its seed 
coat if it shows signs of its own dis- 
ability to do so. 

When the first two true leaves ap- 
pear, the seedlings are ready to be 
transplanted, preferably into small 
pots. Lift the plants gently out of 
their bed or pan and plant in small 
pots of soil similar to that used in 
the seedbed, spreading a layer of 
fine stone chips or tufa over the sur- 
face to keep the leaves off the wet 
soil and thus prevent the damping- 
off so often complained of in lewisia 
culture. We found sunscald a seri- 
ous problem in the seedling and later 


stages and quickly learned to do all 
watering of the plants in late eve- 
ning or early morning, even though 
the plants were under a lath screen; 
in fact I always kept the shade screen 
handy for use when the sun was hot. 
Transfer the plants to large pots as 
growth demands and winter in a pro- 
tected frame or cold house until 
large enough to sell. 


Heliotrope First Snow 


It might pay anyone who grows 
bedding plants to investigate the 
new giant white heliotrope, First 
Snow. I was pleasantly surprised by 
the plant when it came on the mar- 
ket a year or two ago. Ordinarily, 
heliotrope seeds do not germinate 
well; First Snow came up abundantly 
in March indoors, growing apace un- 
til bedding-out time in June. One 
does not expect all seedling helio- 


tropes to be fragrant, and First Snow 
seems to be no exception to the rule, 
but a majority of seedlings of this 
strain are intensely and pleasingly 
sweet-smelling. To that pleasing 
fragrance one can add large clear 
white heads on bushy plants to have 
a_ really white heliotrope 
something almost as good from seeds 
as the grand old Madame de Plonay 
that indoors years 
and kept going by taking cuttings 
every summer.

Rooting Dianthus Cuttings 


It is interesting and often provok- 
ing to watch the different dianthus 
cuttings in the cutting bench. Some 
species, and especially some hybrids, 
root with ease, while others are both 
notoriously and prone to rot 
during the For reasons un- 
known to this observer, hybrids like 
Rose Cushion and the one in the 
trade under name of glauca com- 
pacta (a name without authority so 
far as I know) root with perfect 
ease, be the cuttings soft or hard, 
treated with root-promoting sub- 
stances or not: others, like the lovely 
Little Joe, are most perverse in their 
behavior. My experience with the 
last-named leads to the conclusion 
that rooting compounds are of little 
value when one is dealing with these 
recalcitrants: in fact I found that 
potassium permanganate solution 
was just as helpful, but I doubt if 
either substance much use in 
difficult cases. The old practice of 
splitting the base of the cutting 
often helps. I also found that the 
practice of taking the cutting later 
in the season than usual has much 
to recommend it, even though root 
formation is slower then. Compare 
the root systems of early- and late- 
struck cuttings after they have made 
a month’s growth if a demonstration 
is desired.

the New York Botanical Garden for 
July of that year. Anyone interested 
in the subject will find much infor- 
mation there, but I give part of my 
own note made at that time. “The 
illustrations are indeed illuminating, 
and the text is a much-needed con- 
tribution to horticultural literature. 
It appears that most of the weeping 
hemlocks of the Sargent type known 
today have been derived from a few 
plants discovered probably in_ the 
1860's. The history of the four origi- 
nal seedlings of weeping habit is fol- 
lowed through, together with the 
first commercial propagation in the 
nursery of Parsons & Sons, Flush- 
ing, N. Y., which was accomplished 
by means of grafting. According to 
one nurseryman, Jacob Van Heinin- 
gen, graftage proved to be a failure, 
‘for they (the trees) keep on dying 
for three to six years.’ This nursery- 
man also records that he does ‘not 
propagate them that way any more, 
but uses the old-fashioned way of 
layering, which is naturally perfect, 
as they are on their own roots.’ The 
same correspondent says that, of 
2,000 hemlocks raised from 
collected in 1906 from Sargent hem- 
locks, 100 per cent were of weeping 
habit.” 


The White Willow Herb 


The great willow herb ( Epilobium 
angustifolium) is a plant widely dis- 
tributed throughout temperate 
North America, Europe and Asia, 
generally inhabiting low ground and 
often springing up on_ recently 
burned areas—hence one common 
name, fireweed. For so extensive a 
traveler, it has varied little from the 
magenta of the type. A pure white 
form is sometimes seen in nature and 
has no doubt given rise to the splen- 
did garden plant known as variety 
album. Instead of the height of fou 
feet whch the type reaches in good, 
moist soil in nature, album rarely 
exceeds 30 inches and more often 
will be under two feet, given ordi- 
nary garden treatment. It makes a 
compact bush with many spikes of 
pure white flowers, which are, inci- 
dentally, good for cutting. Seeds are 
sometimes available and produce a 
fair proportion of white flowers. 
Cuttings are easy to root in late 
spring and early summer.

ature without heating. It is not 
necessary to syringe or wet down 
either cutting wood or rooted cut- 
tings prior to storage. It is desirable 
to use closed or sealed containers, 
such as polyethylene bags, to pre- 
vent or reduce water loss from the 
tissue while in storage. Rigid con- 
tainers would have the added advan- 
tage of permitting more effective 
circulation of cold air around the 
stored material. 

At the end of the storage period, 
which may be from a few days to 
several months, it is wise to rehydrate 
the plant material, either cutting 
wood or rooted cuttings, with a 
syringe or by immersing them in a 
cool water bath for a few hours be- 
fore sticking or planting. 

Storage does not impair the root- 
ing potential of cutting wood. It per- 
mits collecting of the wood when it is 
in prime condition. Care after stick- 
ing is similar to that used with fresh 
cuttings, particularly when automa- 
tic watering devices are employed to 
insure a fine spray or mist. The root- 
ing period will be similar to that of 
fresh cuttings unless heating or dry- 
ing or low temperature injury has 
taken place during storage to lessen 
the original vigor of the cutting 
wood.

“From my observations, yews will 
be in tight supply for another year. 
This is especially true of Hicks yews.

“By the end of the year I presume 
sales will have shown a 10 per cent 
increase.” 

Fall Tops Spring 

This year’s trade is topping last 
year’s, writes Wellington Kennedy, 
Kennedy Nursery, Greenwich, 
Conn., commenting: 

“Our fall season started July 1. 
Favorable weather conditions have 
given us a long season and we have 
continued to plant. We have lost 
little working time. 

“Around this section it seems that 
this year will be ahead of last year 
and many of us have had the fall 
business exceed that of spring. 


“With the increase in_ business, 
overhead has also gone up. 
“Residential, commercial and 


highway construction is continuing 
at an all-time peak in this area. All 
of which means business for us, along 
with an acute labor shortage and the 
usual inflationary results.” 


Fall Trade Doubled 


O. G. Wood, Wood-Howell Nurs- 
eries, Inc., Bristol, Va., describes the 
fall business as “exceptionally good,” 
writing: 

“Business was exceptionally good 
during the fall. We had a wonderful 
growing season, and interest in 
planting started during the latter 
part of July and continued at a sat- 
isfactory rate throughout the fall 
period. Our volume, at retail, is 
almost double that for fall, 1955. 

“Normally our spring business is 
from two to three times, in dollar 
volume, that which we do in the 
fall, and our bookings for spring, 
both at retail and at wholesale, are 
far ahead of normal.” 

Southern Specialties Gain 

Slight gains in fall specialties were 
noted this year by Sam C. Hort, 
president of Thomasville Nurseries, 
Inc., Thomasville, Ga. He states: 

“Fall sales do not equal those of 
winter or spring, but in October and 
November we send roses and some 
camellias, our specialties, to Florida 
and parts in the coastal area from 
Charleston to New Orleans.

Kentucky Volume Growing 

Fall trade has been increased to 
about 40 per cent of the year’s total 
volume, writes Louis E. Hillenmeyer, 
Hillenmeyer Nurseries, Lexington, 
Ky. His remarks follow: 

“After enjoying one of our best 
seasons in years, both as to tempera- 
ture and growing conditions, we aré 
now experiencing a satisfactory fall 
business. While we should like to 
have had more rain for digging, we 
have not suffered, and weather con- 
ditions have been ideal. Our labor 
supply is a little short, due to much 
industrial development around Lex- 
ington, but our volume should be up 
5 to 10 per cent if weather conditions 
remain favorable. 

“Our landscape department is off 
some, due to lack of salesmen, but 
our wholesale business has been good 

“Our garden center sales are up 
about 5 per cent over last year’s. We 
have closed our garden store on 
Sunday, believing our help was duc 
a day of rest like everyone else. It 
has no doubt cut our volume some. 
but we hope we will not be forced to 
open Sundays again because of com- 
petition. 

“We have tried to build up our fall 
business and now it is about 40 per 
cent of our volume. 

“There seems to be ample stock 
just now and we believe all nursery- 
men in our location are doing a sat- 
isfactory business.” 

Illinois Demand Strong 

A sellout of some evergreen spe- 
cies and of specimen trees highlight- 
ed an otherwise slow fall trade in 
Illinois, reports Eugene A. de St. 
Aubin, Eugene A. de St. Aubin & 
Bro., Addison, Ill. He writes: 

“The antics of the weather affect- 
ed fall business to some extent. With 
practically no rain in September, 
digging commenced at a slow pace. 
In spite of continued unfavorable 
conditions, stock moved well after a 
late start. Evergreens had a good

moisture in the ground and a few 
frosts that caused deciduous plants 
to defoliate and ripened the new 
growth in time for a long digging 
season. Rains were evenly distributed 
and of moderate proportions, so that 
outdoor work continued without in- 
terruption. Our first freeze occurred 
November 21 and our first snow, 
November 23. 

“Moraine locust sales are 30 pet 
cent ahead of the same date last 
year, with an increased demand for 
larger sizes, which we still are not 
able to supply, because of the prac- 
tice of selling out our younger trees. 

“All of this contributed to the vol- 
ume of business in the landscape and 
retail departments and caused a 
substantial gain over last year’s 
trade. 

“Our records show that, with re- 
spect to volume of business, August 
is within 10 per cent of February, 
September just about equals March, 
October is within 10 per cent of 
April and November falls 15 per cent 
short of May. December and Janu- 
ary depend a great deal upon 
weather conditions, which affect the 
movement of big trees. Christmas 
trade is confined to the garden cen- 
ter.” 

Cincinnati Season Good 
Noting a good fall season and 
trend in evergreens away from juni- 
pers, toward broad-leaved species, 
W. A. Natorp, William A. Natorp 

Co., Cincinnati, O., states: 

“Weather in southern Ohio has 
been ideal for the past six months. 
There was plenty of rain all summer, 
with only two or three really hot 
days, and the fall was good. Lawns 
in the Cincinnati area usually turn 
brown from the first part of June 
to September, but because of the 
rains this year, they were green all 
summer for the first time in over 
30 years. The moist summer made 
it necessary to do more cultivating. 
However, this resulted in additional 
plant growth. 

“Because we do considerable plant- 
ing in summer, 55 per cent of our 
total business occurs in the first six 
months of the year and 45 per cent 
in the last six months. At the pres- 
ent time (November 21) we are busy 
digging and planting every day, and 
hope to do so until Christmas. Our 
business is up 8 per cent over last 
year’s. 

“In this area there is a marked de- 
cline in the use of junipers, spread- 
ing and upright. The big demand is 
for broad-leaved species and taxus. 
The principal reason is that the

The circumstances which induced 
his father to go into the venture are 
interesting, Mr. McGalliard relates. 
A homestead farm held in 
Mercer county, N. J., just outside 
Trenton. The property included a 
10-acre gravelly field on which it 
had been impossible to grow a profit- 
able farm crop. Mr. McGalliard had 
noted that a Norway hedge 
along the road in front of the farm 
grew just about as well on poor soil 
as on good, put two and two to- 
eether and figured that Christmas 
trees might be a good gamble on the 
10 acres which had been a problem. 
The excellent market in Trenton, 
only four or five miles away, was 
another factor. It is also possible that 
Mr. Black, the nurseryman, may 
originally have suggested the pos- 
sibilities. 

When the trees were ready for 
market, in 1907 or 1908, a flat price 
of $1 each was established. The cus- 
tomer would make a selection in the 
field (sometimes after several hours 
if Mother was along) and the tree 
would be sawed off for him to take 
away. Many customers preferred to 
tag their trees weeks in advance for 
delivery at Christmas. Delivery 
made by loading 50 or more trees 
on a farm wagon drawn by a team 
of horses and driving to Trenton. 
The $1 price was maintained for 
many years.

Wholesale Growers Crude Drugs and Ornamentals 
Pipeline & Walnut Sts., CHINO, CALIF. E. C. MORAN, Stanford, Mont. 
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270,382, while in Los Angeles county 
the same industries have products 
valued at $18,296,716. The bay area 
produces 27.6 per cent of the state’s 
horticultural specialties, while Los 
Angeles county produces 29.2 pet 
cent. The population in the south- 
ern county is well over twice that 
of the bay area. 

Recent publications of interest to 
nurserymen, available from the ex- 
tension service in every county seat, 
include a manual “Rhododendrons 
and Azaleas,” by H. M. Butterfield: 
a bulletin on the construction of 
field sprayers for those who control 
weeds or insects with power equip- 
ment, and the “Pest Control Guide 
for Alameda County,” prepared by 
William Sibray and Robert Lateer. 

The state legislature’s interim 
committee on planning is holding 
hearings with regard to agricultural 
zoning and the so-called green belts. 
These acts would zone areas for agri- 
cultural purposes, even though they 
are in or near towns and cities, if 
the owners of the land so request

Donald Snyder, research assistant, 
college of agriculture, Rutgers Uni- 
versity, New Brunswick, N. J., spoke 
on “Anthracnose on Plane and 
White Oak,” stating that one de- 
layed dormant spray of a phenyl 
mercury solution seemed to be far 
more effective in its control than 
some of the materials formerly used 
in several successive sprays. 


Disease Control

brought a panel discussion on *Prog- 
ress in Tree and Shrub Disease Con- 
trol: Best Safe Fungicides—Their 
Compatibilities with Insecticides.”

Brunswick, N. J., and Dr. Dale Bray 
entomologist, Bartlett ‘Tree Research 
Laboratories, Stamford, Conn. This 
panel discussed the advantages of 
some of the newer insecticides. The 
groups of insects they control, their 
weaknesses, phytotoxicity and thei 
residual effects were discussed at 
considerable length. The danger fac- 
tor to spray operations with cer- 
tain formulations was_ particularly 
stressed. 

Albert W. Meserve, Danbury, 
Conn., read an instructive paper on 
“How to Operate Your Tree Busi- 
ness at a Profit.” He stated that the 
first thing any operator should have 
is an accountant to keep a cost an- 
alysis. He advocated the buying of 
equipment only when such could no 
longer be put off. He said that it 
was usually cheaper to hire expensive 
equipment than it was to buy it. 


Fertilization Panel 


The Tuesday afternoon program 
was a panel headed by Wallace A. 
Mitcheltree, extension specialist in 
soils, college of agriculture, Rutgers 
University, New Brunswick, N. J. 
The three panelists were Edgar G. 
Rex, chief of the bureau of plant 
pathology, division of plant industry, 
New Jersey department of agricul- 
ture, Trenton, N. J.: Homer L. 
Jacobs, vice-president of research 
and development, the Davey ‘Tree 
Expert Co., Kent, O., and Richard 
M. Viggars, vice-president, south- 
ern Atlantic states division, the F. A, 
Bartlett Tree Expert Co., Wilming- 
ton, Del. Mr. Viggars was not pres- 
ent but sent a splendid paper on the 
role of antibiotics as a factor that 
must be considered in future tree- 
feeding programs. Edgar G. Rex and 
E. E. McCoy brought out the fact 
that they had found through foliar 
analysis that phosphate in their area 
was unnecessary in the feeding of 
elm trees. They showed slides of an 
elm’s extensive root system. Home 
L. Jacobs indicated that better dis- 
tribution of organic-base fertilizers 
would do much to improve tree feed- 
ing work. He advocated the use olf 
one ton per acre in tree feeding with 
a 12-4-4 fertilizer, with holes close 
together.

AMERICAN NURSERYMAN 
LATE WHOLESALE REPORTS 


A report on fall wholesale business 
received from Pallack Bros. Nurs- 
eries, Inc., Harmony, Pa., subsequen 
to the data published in the previous 
issue indicates that the average fall 
level of trade there was maintained 
this year. Fall sales represent about 
one-third of the spring volume, 
states A. L. Pallack, in his comments 
He adds: 

“Spring bookings are good and 
well in advance of the usual bookings 
at this time of the year. We know 
now that many items on our list are 
going to be sold out before the sea- 
son opens for shipping. 

It is possible that labor for the com- 
ing season is going to be scarce, be- 
cause we are close to the industrial 
areas of western Pennsylvania. With 
less labor available, adapting as much 
mechanization as possible is going 
to be the one way to operate profit- 
ably. 

“Tt is clear the the demand for 
good plant materials will outstrip 
production for some time to come. 
Even with a slight decrease in the 
amount of home building going on 
we should have great demand for our 
product for several years ahead.” 


Michigan Increase 


“Now that we have a fairly good 
covering of snow and digging has 
about come to a halt, we are getting 
the figures about our fall operation,” 
writes N. I. W. Kriek, Cottage Gar- 
dens, Lansing, Mich. He continues: 

“In spite of lacking sufficient rain- 
fall since early September, our fall 


business——and, for that matter, ow 
vear’s business——is showing a healthy 
increase over last year’s. We wer 


able to dig B&B stock on time, as 
our three nurseries Lansing 
are equipped for irrigating. We used 
this irrigation system 
started to dig in a block; even our 
shade trees were irrigated in order 
to condition the ground for 
digging.

“Last spring we discontinued all 
our retail operations, so that we 
could concentrate on wholesale busi- 
ness.

More than two miles of flower trails 
are within this area, with specimen 
plants permanently labeled for quick 
identification. 

The Azalea Falls trail, which takes 
about 15 minutes to walk, is one of 
the loveliest of all in season and will 
eventually contain all obtainable 
native azaleas or deciduous rhodo- 
dendrons. Bloom starts in late March 
with Rhododendron canescens, the 
Piedmont azalea, which varies in 
color from pink to occasionally 
white flowers.

In addition, 

many wild flowers and other native 

plants have been placed in this area. 
Holly Varieties 

The holly trails each require about 
10 minutes’ walking time. The area 
includes five trails for English, Orien- 
tal and American hollies. Eventually 
it is planned to have on the trails all 
species and varieties of holly that 
will survive in the local climate. The 
gardens’ holly collection already con- 
sists of over 30 species and comprises 
over 250 varieties. Many of the small 
specimen plants are being grown at 
the lath houses and nursery for fu- 
ture placement on the trails. 

The rhododendron trail, a walk 
taking about 15 minutes, was started 
in the winter of 1955 and is the first 
trail of its type in the southeast. In 
addition to the North American spe- 
cies of rhododendron, many colorful 
hybrid plants were assembled for 


several years for this trail. These 
shrubs vary in size from dwarf 
eround covers to small trees. The 


blooming period varies according to 
species and variety of plant, but 
usually starts in late March and ex- 
tends to early May and _ includes 
every color of the rainbow. 

The magnolia trail, another 15- 
minute walk, displays the gardens’ 
collection of both native and Orien- 
tal magnolias and consists of many 
plants uncommon in the south. The 
Oriental varieties of magnolia, for 
the most part, are found in the open 
around the parking area, while the 
native magnolias are planted along 


the rhododendron trail. The rare 
yellow cucumber tree, Magnolia 
cordata, having yellow flowers, is 


featured in several plantings on the 
trail. Additional specimen plants of 
magnolias never before tested in the 
south are being collected for future 
planting. 
Bird Sanctuary Also 

The bird study trail, designed as a 
15-minute walk, was developed for 
the many bird lovers who expressed 
a desire for a secluded area to study 
birds. In conjunction with the formal 
opening of the trail April 24, 1955, 
the entire gardens were declared 
bird sanctuary. The path branches 
off the rhododendron trail and leads 
through thick woodland around 
Humming Bird lake and _ returns 
alongside an open meadow. Fruiting 
shrubs and observation benches are 
found along the trail. More than 140 
different birds have been identified 
during a single season in the gardens 
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At the greenhouse and nursery 
area, one may observe extensive 


plant propagation work and the cut- 
ting garden. Native and ornamental 
plants are being rooted and grown 
for future planting in the gardens. 
Cut flowers and vegetables are grown 
for use in the clubhouse and offices. 
While the greenhouse and nursery 
are primarily working areas, many 
visitors find it fascinating to observe 
newer methods of plant propagation 
and the collection of unusual plant 
materials. 


TWIN CITIES MEETING 
The Twin Cities Nurserymen’s As- 
sociation’s first meeting of the winter 
was a dinner program as Esslinger’s 
cafe, St. Paul, Minn., November 14. 
Attended by most of the membership 
in the Twin Cities area, the meeting 
was largely given over to a discussion 
of the new approach that the bureau 
of internal revenue is exploring in 
connection with the income tax re- 
ports of nurseries. Although no ac- 
tion was taken, the general feeling 
was that, should the bureau decide 
to adopt the plan being studied, 
would make business operations diffi- 
cult for the nurseryman and would 
provide no additional income to the 
government. It was felt that the in- 
dustry should do all that it could to 
convince the bureau of internal reve- 
nue that nothing could be gained 
from changing the present system of 
cash basis reporting. 
A nominating committee for 1957 
officers was appointed, to re port at 
the December 12 dinner meeting. 


YOUTHFUL SPEAKER 

The history of the nursery indus- 
try at Bowmanville, Ont., Canada, 
was made the topic of a grade-chool 
public-speaking contest effort at 
Bowmanville recently by Janet 
Scott, daughter of Norman J. Scott, 
general manager of Brookdale-Kings- 
way, Ltd. Janet who is 11 years 
old and in seventh grade, won third 
prize for her presentation. The 
Canadian Statesman, Bowmanville 
newspaper, published the comments, 
November 15, along with Janet’s 
portrait, as a feature article, be- 
cause of its information pertaining 
to an important local industry. 

The young speaker's remarks, 
under the title “Beautiful and Fruit- 
ful Bowmanville,” brought out that 
there are five nurseries in the region, 
two of them having international 
reputations, and that together they 
represent several million dollars’ in-

a rate depending on the rate of 
water flow. Thus, one water outlet 
could take care of 100 feet of bed. 
and the water was put on the plants 
at the same rate, regardless of the 
speed of flow of the water. By this 
regulation, a watering put a meas- 
ured amount of water on a plant. 

“With watering taken care of, the 
next problem was fertilizer applica- 
tion. The same pipes used for water- 
ing are used for feeding. A propor- 
tioner fed the fertilizer into the 
water lines whenever feeding was 
needed. Completely water-soluble 
fertilizers were, of course, used. Hill's 
feels that its watering and feeding 
problems for these canned _ plants 
have largely been solved. The reduc- 
tion of required labor and space is 
everywhere apparent. 

‘This does not entirely end the 
story. Hili’s is still trying to stream- 
line operations. Rooting cuttings 
still offers some challenges for the 
efficiency expert, for cuttings still 
must be removed from the cutting 
benches by hand. set out into beds 
usually, with temporary protection, 
then later transferred to the small 
metal pots for can growing. 

“We cite one effort being made 
to save steps. In the case of plants 
which grow relatively fast, the two 
years in the small can and the one 
vear in the larger can will be enough 
growing time. So why not try to root 
the cuttings directly in the small

cans? This is being done with arc 
tic blue willow. The cans are set out 
doors. The cuttings are inserted di 
recly in the cans and covered com 
pletely with cardboard cartons lik 
those used for malted milks at drive 
ins. No light or air is given until the 
point is reached when rooting is be 
ginning. At first, this point must b 
determined by examination, but soon 
experience will tell approximatel, 
when rooting can be expected. When 
this point is reached, a corner is cut 
away to allow entrance of some ain 
This tends to begin the hardening 
process. A few days later, the bot- 
tom (now in top position) is removed 
to allow air and light to reach the 
cuttings, but the sides are left as a 
collar to protect against excessive 
water loss. A few days later the 
whole carton is removed. Thus the 
cutting is rooted in the container in 
which it will grow for two years 
The labor of transplanting is elimi- 
nated, and the danger of loss at 
transplanting time is removed. 

“You might well wonder how 
Hill's can root cuttings and grow 
plants for years in the same soil, 
since most people use sand in thi 
cutting bench and soil in which to 
do their later growing. Not so at 
Hill’s: the firm uses a mixture of 60 
per cent imported peat and 40 per 
cent molders’ sand in the propaga- 
tion benches. Molders’ sand is ex- 
tremely fine, and the peat is practi- 
cally powdered. This same mixture 
is used in flats or plant bands into 
which the rooted cuttings are placed 
when a cutting bench is used. The 
same mixture is used in cans of all 
sizes, so the evergreen or other plant 
grown by Hill’s never leaves this 
sand-peat mixture until it leaves the 
nursery. 

“At the present time, many rooted 
cuttings are placed in wood bands 
which are set into trays holding 25 
bands. These are then placed out- 
doors in beds four trays wide. This 
means 100 banded plants per single 
row of trays. An inventory is there- 
fore easily taken by counting the 
rows of trays. 

The beds for the banded plants are 
made with walks between for ease in 
handling, watering, feeding, weed- 
ing, etc. Rows of hollow concret 
blocks make the sides of the beds 
and also serve as walks. Crushed 
rock between the blocks serves as the 
base for the trays. The wires along 
the walks allow snow fence to be 
unrolled for temporary shade when 
the trays are first set out. They are 
cviven full sun as soon as they are 
able to take it. 


“Ralph Fischer, former University 
of Illinois floriculture graduate and 
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now growing superintendent at 
Hill’s, is trying to eliminate on 
more operation by rooting the cut- 
tings directly in the trays of plant 
bands.” 


RARE NOVEMBER FOLIAGE

arboretum staff can most co- 
operate with nurserymen. A recent 
inquiry from one of the largest 


British nurseries presented a list of 
over 200 American trees and shrubs 
which the firm wished to establish in 
its plantings 

In November, when the deciduous 
character of many trees and shrubs 
becomes all too evident, there appear 
in prominence a few plants which 
through the growing season would 
draw no attention, writes Mr. Hark- 
ness. Such a plant is Euonymus bun- 
geanus semipersistens. The varietal 
name describes precisely the contri- 
bution that is made to the landscape. 


On a Thanksgiving walk through 
Highland park (Rochester), one 
would surely be interested in this 


plant with its green leaves still per- 
sisting in a group that is bare of 
leaves. It would appear obvious, how- 
that the 


ever, foliage was not going 
to last all winter as does that of 
Euonymus fortunei, the evergreen 


wintercreeper, and by mid-December 
the plant will be of leaves. 
Fruiting has not been plentiful on 
the park’s plant Mr. Harkness adds. 
If it grows true to type, it will reach 
the small tree size of 18 to 20 feet.

The usual planting of common 
privet, Ligustrum vulgare, is not 
quick to drop its foliage, but the 
Italian variety, L. vulgare semper- 


virens, keeps its green leaves a month 
or so longer with no apparent lack of 
hardiness at Rochester. Certainly a 
plant so easily increased by hard- 
wood cuttings should not be unob- 
tainable commercially as it seems to 
be.

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FHA PLANTING REVISION 

The federal housing administratior 
has issued a revision (No. 56) to it 
previous regulations regarding gen 
eral landscaping of properties of one 
or two living units. These regulation: 
became effective December 1, 1956 
In addition to grading and buildings 
of lawns the new regulations cove: 
trees, shrubs and vines and othe 
nursery stock. 

Section 810-B, under “Acceptabl 
Standards,” reads: 

“1. Sereen planting: Adequate to 
screen objectionable views effectively 
within a reasonable time. 

“2. Shade trees: Minimum om 
tree in appropriate location, prefer- 
ably at southwest side or corner of 
house. 

“3. Foundation planting, in th 
case of a property for tenant occu- 
pancy: Adequate and appropriate to 
the specific property. 

“4. Foundation planting, in the 
case ol a property for owner occtl- 
pancy: As individually determined 
by the FHA after considering custom 
and practices. 

“3. Existing planting: Acceptabk 
as required planting to the extent 
that it is equivalent, suitable and 
preserved in good condition.” 

Other sections of the regulations 
cover planting of nursery stock, as 
well as planting soil and planting 
methods. 

Reporting the new revisions in the 
December issue of the bulletin of the 
California Association of Nursery- 
men, Elmer Merz, Sacramento, exec- 
utive secretary of the group, stated 
that his office had received an earlie 
letter from the FHA stating that the 
responsibility for establishing the ap- 
propriate requirements for each area 
is in the hands of the local offices and 
that the local offices are also respon- 
sible for determining if the proper 
landscaping has been carried out. 

Secretary Merz further pointed out 
the desirability of having each chap- 
ter of the association form a commit- 
tee to call on the local FHA office 
and make a thorough check to see 
that money set aside for landscaping 
under FHA is being spent by the 
builders for that purpose. It was also 
urged that nurserymen work with 
their local FHA offices to set up 
standards compatible with the gen- 
eral landscaping that is being done in 


local areas.
